■ August 29 - Battle of Les Espagnols sur Mer off 
Winchelsea: An English fleet personally commanded by 
King Edward III defeats a Castilian fleet. 

■ September 5 - Conservative noblemen in the County of 
Holland found the Hook L eague. 

■ September (unknown date) The first pestilence dies out. 

■ November 17 - To pay for the expenses of the revived war 
with the Republic of Ve nice, the Republi c of Genoa has to 
subscribe a loan at an interest rate of 10%, from an 
association of creditors known as the Compera imposita 
per gerra Venetorum .M
